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The Four-Fold Pur- 
pose of Scripture

“All scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness.” —In this passage of a. 
ture, found in 2 Timothy 3:16, we find the 
four-fold purpose of the Word stated. This 
four-fold purpose is summed up in these 
words, doctrine, reproof, correction and in- 
struction. 

Doctrine may be defined as foundational 
or basic truths. Such doctrinal truths as 
Justification, Sanctification, Faith, Pra, er, 
as well as many others, are foundational or 
basic in that these truths give God’s under- 
lying eternal unchanging standards of 
teaching. We need to study doctrine to 
know God’s mind and thought. After receiv- 
ing and knowing the mind of God through 
doctrinal study, reproof is needed if one 
acts contrary to such teaching. Reproof is 
given and needed when one’s actions are 
not in line with truth received. Reproof, 
therefore, concerns departure from moral 
teaching. Man’s mind, twisted and warped 
by sin, needs correction. One may think 
his thoughts are correct and in line with 
God’s thoughts—however, Scripture is given 
for the express purpose of correcting man’s 
thoughts. The Bible is God’s Plumb-line 
given in order that man may read and line 
up his thoughts and check them according 
to the Plumb-line—the Word. Correction is 
needed when there is departure from doc- 
trinal teaching. 

The best definition for the word instruc- 
tion may be found in Ephesians 6:4, in these 
words, “bring them up”—The verse reads, 
— “And ye fathers, corre not your chil- 
dren to wrath; but ‘bring them up’ in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord.” In- 
struction, therefore, means guiding, direct- 
ing and leading in right paths. 

n the first seven Pauline Epistles—Ro- 
mans to 2 Thessalonians—one may find a 
splendid example of the four-fold purpose 
of the Scripture. In these seven church 
letters—counting First and Second Corin- 
thians as one, and First and Second Thes- 
salonians as one,—doctrine, reproof, cor- 
rection, and instruction are found. In the 
outline (center of page) under Section 1, 
you will readily see this: 

These seven epistles may be divided into 
three groups, First, the Roman group,—Ro- 
mans to Galatians, Second, the Ephesian 
fromn—-Tpnenions to Colossains, third, the 

essalonian group. The subject of the 
first ap is the Gospel with its two foun- 
dational doctrines of Justification and Sanc- 
tification. Conduct at Corinth attacked 
sanctification and the doctrine at Galatia 
denied justification. The great theme of 
the Ephesian group is headship and unity

of one body. Conduct at Philippi denied 
its unity and doctrine at Colosse attac 
its Hea a. The great theme of the third 

roup is doctrine concerning the Second 

oming of Christ. In First Thessalonians 
we find teaching concerning the first stage 
of His coming, the Rapture; in Second Thes- 
salonians we find the second stage of His 
coming, the Revelation. 

In Romans, foundational or doctrinal 
truths are found. Im this church letter 
teaching is given concerning the Gospel of 
God. The Gospel of God, which has never 
been hidden, but was promised aforetime, 
deals with God’s justification of the Jews 
and Gentiles individually. In Romans 1:16, 
17, we find the key verses which unlock this 
book:—“For I am not ashamed of the gos- 
pel of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believeth: 
to the Jew first, and also to the Greek. For 
therein is the righteousness of God revealed 
from faith to faith: as it is written, The 
= shall live by faith.” God’s purpose in 

is gospel is to impute His righteousness 
to both Jew and Gentile on the basis of 
faith. God then proceeds to give basic 
truth regarding the condition of the natural 
man. In the first three chapters a terrible 
indictment is summed up in Romans 3:23, 
which says, “All have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God.” in chapters four and 
five the doctrine of Justification by faith and 
its results are stated. Chapters six to eight 
deal, it seems to me, with the very heart 
and depth of the Christian life in that the

believer now justified is to reckon himself 
dead wih Christ, and to walk after the spir- 
it. Chapters nine to eleven are dispensa- 
tional in aspect—dealing with Israel in their 
election, rejection, and reception. Chapters 
twelve to sixteen are for the purpose of in- 
struction. 

The Corinthian Epistles are written for 
reproof. Division and strife and many other 
things were troubling the church at Corinth. 
Some of the saints were following Paul, 
some Apollos. In other words the Corin- 
thian saints’ actions were wrong and they 
needed reproof. In this church there was a 

ractical failure to exhibit the teachings of 

omans through not seeing their standing 
as having died with Christ and risen with 
Him. Here we see leaven in practice for 
in First Corinthians 5:6, we read, “Your 
glorying is not good. Know ye not that a 
little leaven leaveneth the whole lump?” 
The words, “now concerning” are helpful 
words in unlocking the Corinthian Epistles. 

Galatians is written for the purpose of 
correction. In this Epistle there is doctrinal 
failure as to the teaching of Romans. Gala- 
tian saints began with the realization of the 
truth of a new nature, but the vision was 
soon lost and they were soon removed. In 
Galatians 1:6 we find these words: “I marvel 
that ye are so soon removed from Him that 
called you into the grace of Christ unto an- 
other Gospel.” In being removed they 
sought to be perfect in the old nature, i. e.,

the flesh, so the Holy Spirit asks the ques- 
tion in Galatians 3:3, “ ye so foolish? 
Having begun in the spirit, are ye now made 

fect. by the flesh?” In this epistle we 

d “leaven” in doctrine or teaching, for in 
Galatians 5:9, we read: “A little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump.” Paul has on his 
fighting clothes in Galatians and is ever 
ready to defend and contend earnestly for 
the gospef of the grace of God. In this gos-

Here 
we find the doctrine of the mystery of God, 
the church, now revealed. e mystery of 
God concerning the church, the body of 
Christ, was hidden before and not revealed 
until after the Cross. Peter and Paul were 
chosen vessels to reveal this mystery to be- 
lieving Jews and Gentiles. This mystery of 
God which is now revealed unveils how that 
both individual Jews and Gentiles are to be 
gathered out, called out, and made one new 
man in Christ. In the first chapter of 
Ephesians, we find the conception of the 
church in the mind of the great Architect, 
God Himself, from all eternity. In the sec- 
ond chapter we see the construction of the 
church—how God through Christ in the 
power of the Holy Spirit, quickens those 
who were once dead in trespasses and sin, 
raises them and now seats them in the heav- 
enlies in Christ Jesus. The third chapter 
deals with the constituency of the church— 
how the church is made up of both believing 
Jews and Gentiles and made one in Christ. 
Chapters four, five and six are rich in prac- 
tical instruction beseeching the believer to 
walk worthy of his vocation whereunto he 
has been called. These two words “In 
Christ” or “In Him” unlock the Epistle to 
the Ephesians. 

fang, sy is written for reproof. Here- 
in we find there is practical failure to ex- 
hibit the doctrinal teachings of Ephesians in 
manifesting the mind of Christ as members 
of His body. In Philippians 2:5, we are 
told, “Let this mind be in you which was 
also in Christ Jesus.” If each member of 
the Body of Christ, the Church, would strive 
and earnestly seek to let the mind of Christ 
be the dominating factor in his life, we 
would find the solution to all church prob- 
lems. Not only this, but the Church would 
be a powerful and dynamic organism, evan- 
ee and soul-winning. The key verse to 

hilippians is “Rejoice in the Lord alway: 
and again I say, Rejoice.” Phil. 4:4. 

Colossians is written for correction. Here 
we find doctrinal failure as to the teach- 
ings of Ephesians.. Wrong doctrines come 
from not holding the Head, Christ, in His 
proper place. Colossians 2:19, “And not 
holding the Head, from which all the body 
by joints and bands having nourishment 
ministered, and knit together, increaseth 
with the increase of God.” Also the Colos- 
sian saints failed to see their completeness 
and perfection in Christ. Colossians 2:8-10, 
“Beware lest any man spoil you through 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradi- 
tion of men, after the rudiments of the 
world, and not after Christ. For in Him 
dwelleth all the fullness of the Godhead 
bodily. And ye are complete in Him, which 
is the head of all principality and power.” 
The central message of Colossians deals 
with the supreme glory and dignity of 
Christ. 

First and Second Thessalonians are writ- 
ten for Doctrine and Instruction. In these 
letters the believer is not only dead, but 
risen with Christ, as in Romans; not only 
seated in the heavenlies in Christ, as in 
Ephesians; but “caught up together in the 
air; and so shall we ever be with the Lord.”

We make bold to affirm that there is not 
a proved, demonstrated fact in science to 
support the theory that man descended from 
the animal kingdoms. 

Evolutionists, in an effort to cloud the 
clear cut issues, have. tried to make it ap- 
pear that Fundamentalists are fighting sci- 
ence. Such is not the case. I know per- 
sonally, most of the outstanding Fundamen- 
talist leaders of the Country, and I do not 
know one that takes the position of oppos- 
ing scientific knowledge and investigations. 
We believe in science. This is an age of 
science and there is not a single proved 
fact in science out of harmony with the 
Christian religion. Evolution is not science. 
It is only a theory. William Jennings Bry- 
an called it “Millions of Guesses Strung 
Together.” 

We object only to the guesses of scientists 
who would guess the Inspiration out of the 
Bible, the Fall out of Man, the Fact out of 
Sin, the Deity out of Christ, and the Blood 
out of the Atonement. We object to guess- 
es which would teach our children that 
they are only evolved beasts dominated by 
the impulses of the jungle. We object to 
guesses which are developing an Animalist- 
ic Psychology in America that speaks of 
certain doom if not corrected. e object 
to the most unspeakable blight upon educa- 
tion which has ever soiled the pages of 
United States history. 

Let none be deceived by the logic and elo- 
quence with which the theory is presented 
in classrooms and text books. ‘oo long 
have evolutionary zealots tried to make 
Evolution and science appear synonomous. 
When men of science presume to look into 
the remote past and describe the types of 
life that are said to have existed on this 
planet millions of years ago, they cannot 
make science. They can only speculate. Sci- 
ence is knowledge gained and verified. Evo- 
lution is beyond proof. It is a philosophy, 
not science. . 

In the greater works of Charles Darwin 
alone we find more than eight hundred sup- 
positions. Alfred W. McCann finds that H. 
G. Wells uses such terms as “it may have 
been”, “it would seem”, and “we may guess” 
more thai ninety-six times in his book “The 
Outline of History.” 

Dr. R. A. Millikan, Nobel Prize winner in 
1923 for isolating the electron, said upon 
addressing the American Chemical Society 
in Los Angeles recently: “The pathetic thing 
is that we have scientists trying to prove 
Evolution, which no scientist can ever 
prove.” 


Even Darwin hesitated to advance his the- 
ories as proved facts. He spoke with cau- 
tion, sought to avoid extravagances and re- 
ferred to many of his theories as things 
“dimly seen in the distance.” It remained 
for bold men like Herbert Spencer, with his 
philosophical mind, to make sweeping claims 
and say of Evolution: “It spans the universe 
and solves the widest ier of its problems, 
which reach outward through boundless 
space, and back through illimitable time, 
resolving the deepest problems of life, mind, 
society, history and civilization.” 

S de Be -é Mibry in his remarkable book 
“The Dogma of Organic Evolution”, says 
that Evolution rests upon faith alone. Him- 
self a trained scientist, he deplores the dog- 
matism with which scientists present un- 
proved theories as facts. : 

Dr. George Barry O’Toole, a scientist of 
recognized standing, rejects Evolution, not 
because of preconceived religious beliefs, 
but because he is in possession of facts that 


disprove it. : 

Dr. George Frederick Wright, eminent 
scientist of Oberlin ees ge once said that 
Evolution is one-tenth bad science and nine 
tenths bad mre’. 

Professor H. W. Conn says that there 
has been nothing positively proved to sus- 
tain the theory. 

Dr. J. A. Zahm who, for twenty-five years, 
occupied the chair of Physics in Notre Dame 
University, said that absolute proof of the 
theory was impossible. 


Prof. George McCready Price, one of the 
greatest living geologists, is denied scho- 
lastic standing because he insists upon pre- 
senting scientific facts which can be weighed 
and measured, against the theory. 

Dr. Robert Dick Wilson, one of the best 
trained scientific minds in America, is the 
avowed enemy of the theory because he is 
in possession of facts which disprove it. 


Dr. Arthur I. Brown, the noted Van- 
couver surgeon, a fellow of The Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of Edinburgh, has spoken 
and written widely against the theory. 

Dr. Howard Kelly, world known surgeon 
holds the view that actual, demonstrated 
scientific truth upholds Creation and dis- 
proves the evolutionary hypothesis. 

Many, many other sych names could be 
listed. 

Darwin said, “Man is descended from a 
hairy quadruped, furnished with a tail and 
pointed ears, probably arboreal in its habits, 
and an inhabitant of the old world.” 

On another occasion Darwin made the 
statement direct and specific that man is de- 
scended from the monkey. You will find 
this statement on page 221 of the Collier’s 
Edition of “The Descent of Man.” 


Evolutionists say generally now that man 
is not the direct descendant of the monkey, 
but that both man and monkey came from 
the same family tree, but became different 
branches. Thus, man is not the direct de- 
scendant of the monkey; he is only the 
second cousin to the monkey! There is 
about as much difference between the two 
theories as there is difference between 
tweedle-dee and tweedle-dum. 


As I write, I have before me a book en- 
titled “A Child’s History of the World” by

Then the author teaches the children that 
“this ball of rock was wrap around with 
steam like a heavy fog. the steam 
turned to rain and it rained on the world 
until it had made enormously big puddles. 
These puddles were the oceans. e dry 
places were bare rock. Then, after this, 
came the first living things—tiny plants. 

The author then explains that these plants 
became tiny animals, “wee mites like drops 
of jelly.” 

Then these drops of jelly became insects. 
“Then after this came fish. Then after 
this came frogs. Then after this came 
snakes and huge lizards. Then after this 
came birds that lay suet, and those animals 
like foxes and elephants and cows that nurse 
their babies when they are born. Then af- 
ter this came monkeys. Then, last of all 
came people.” * ;

Orthodox, makes easier the formation of anti- 
religious groups in high schools and colleges. With 
the elimination of religious instruction and the 
introduction of the TEACHING OF MODERN 
SCIENCE, PARTICULARLY EVOLUTION, one 
may with truth say that the schools in their 
courses fight for Atheism.”

THE GEOGRAPHICAL TEST

Surely we have here a strong proof of 
inspiration since the builders of this pyra- 
mid could had no other possible means of 
knowing the location of the center of the 
land surface of the globe. That this could 
not have been a mere coincidence because 
they not only located the pyramid in the 
center of the land area, but within a little 
more than a fourth of a hundred parts of 
a second off the thirtieth degree of latitude 
which marks the half way of the world’s 
surface between the equator and the poles. 
Furthermore, it is evident from the nature 
of the land that they did not build their 

yramid this much off the true line through 
ignorance of the exact location of the thir- 
tieth degree, but in order to secure a rock 
foundation for a building they intended 
should last to the end of time. 


Curve of the Earth 


Another thing which seems to bear out 
the theory that these ancient builders either 
received their knowledge of the earth’s sur- 
face by inspiration or early revelation— 
brought across the flood by Noah,—is the 
fact that the, “top of the rock on which 
the pyramid stands has been beveled to 
agree with the curvature of the earth on 
this thirtieth degree of latitude (about 8” 
per mile) in order to increase its stability 
—to which fact is due its being so little 
affected by earthquakes, having stood all 
these centuries practically without flaw or 
crack except such as have been produced 





by settlement due to its enormous weight.“ 
(Bible in Stone, pp. 22-23) 
Holy Cities 

“Even more wonderful is the Great Pyra- 
mid’s angular connection with Bethlehem, 
the city of David, where Jesus was born. 
The actual distance between the pyramid 
and Bethlehem agrees by a recognized pro- 
portion with the period between the erect- 
ing data of the pyramid and the data of 
Jesus’ birth twenty one hundred and thirty 
eight years; and by another connected pro- 
portion it agrees with the 1915 years be- 
tween Jesus Christ’s birth and the end of 
the Gentile times 1914-1918 A. D.” (Stone 
Witness, p. 1.) Moreover if a projectile 
could be fired from a great gun in a straight 
line from the north side of the pyramid at 
the precise angle eastward to that of the 
entrance passage computed with the base 
line it would strike the Holy City.

exact detail by the existing temperatures 
and measurements in the Pyramid. Be- 
cause of the involved language necessary 
to describe these things in detail, this part 
of our study would be of little value to the 
lay reader, hence we pass over it. 


THE MATHEMATICAL TEST 


The peculiar figure and shape of the 
Great Pyramid fixes a certain system of 
numbers. 

It has five corners: four equal corners 
at the base and one unique corner at the 
summit, hence it has five sides: four equal 
triangular sides and a square under side, 
on which it stands. Here is an emphatic 


count of fives doubled into the convenient | 


decimal. This count is so inherent and 
marked as to be a strong characteristic 
calling for the number five and multiple, 
powers, and geometrical proportions of it 
as loudly as stones can be made to speak. 
This intense fiveness could not have been 
accidental and likewise corresponds with 
the arrangements of God both in nature 
and revelation. Note the fiveness of ter- 
mination to each limb of the human body, 
the five senses, the five books of Moses, the 
twice five precepts. of the Decalogue; but 





this is not all, for as we have already noted 
the diameter at the poles is five hundred 
millions of units each the length of an inch, 
five times five of these units or inches is 
the twice ten millionth part of the earth’s 
axis of rotation. Ten times ten of these 
units of inches counted for a day—when 
divided in the united length of the great 
pyramid’s four sides, gives the exact num- 
ber of days in a true year. 


Ark 


The Holy Ark of the Tabernacle and the 
temple, according to the Scriptures, was 
2% cubits long, and 134 broad and high, 
which making all reasonable allowances for 
the carpentry of the Ark, would give 
71,248 cubic inches, which is within two 
inches of the best computation of the imter- 
nal dimensions of the pyramid coffer. 


Nine 


Nine is another number very especially 
marked in the Great Pyramid, particularly 
in its sunward portions and tendency. Its 
practical shaping is nine to ten, for every 
ten feet that its corners retreat diagonally 
inward in the process of building they rise 
upward, or sunward, nine feet. At high 
noon the sun shines on all five of its corners 
and four of its sides, counting nine of its 
most characteristic parts. The Grand Gal- 
lery is roofed with four times nine stones 
and the main chamber with exactly nine. 
And nine in Scripture represents, Judgment. 
(A Miracle in Stone, pp. 46-70) 

The builders of the Pyramid had a grea- 
ter knowledge of geometry than modern 
geometricians. Proof of this would involve 
technical terms in higher mathematics 
which would be of little interest to the 
general reader. 


Numbers 


Whitman has pointed out that, “number 
as expressed in order of nature is a mar- 
velous display of infinite precision and pur- 
pose. Not only are the times and seasons 
fixed with unerring regularity but the great 
and distant luminaries of the heavens re- 
volve in their orbits of space with the 
greatest accuracy. Whatever knowledge 
of the heavens has come down to us through 
the zodiac and the ancient mysteries, has 
come because of the exact numbering and 
timing of the stars—the order and system 
which the Creator meted out to them is the 
foundation of both ancient astrology and 
modern astronomy.” 


Chemistry 


The numerical proportions employed by 
nature in all her chemical combinations are 
no less wonderful and accurate. “The 
electrons comprising gases or solids are 
more delicately counted out than if they 
had been weighed in the most sensitive 
balance, and every compound substance is 
only a combination of medical nicety.” As 
a commonplace illustration water always 
consists of eight parts by weight of oxygen 
and one of hydrogen. This is called the law 
of constant proportion. 


In Plants 


In the organic world also the association 
of parts according to number is the prin- 
ciple involved in development. Every vege- 
table substance is built up by a subtle 
chemistry of nature which no human chem- 
ist can rival. 


Among Animals 


In the animal world periodicity is a mat- 
ter of common observation; it may be no- 
ticed in the life of every creature from its 
first inception to its death. Number parti- 
cularly governs the life of humanity both 
as to days, months, and years. As in life 
and health so in disease nature employs 
numbers to designate her movement and 
her period.

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Riding on the “Milk and 
Honey Railroad” Between 
Cairo, Egypt, and 


Jerusalem

(Details of an interesting journey on a 
train through Bible Lands.)

Doing the unusual thing makes life inter- 
esting. We found it so cn our trip from 
Cairo, Egypt, to the city of Jerusalem. The 
trip took us from six o’cisck in the evening 
until high noon the next day. We were 
three preachers, Rev. Hall, better known as 
“Daddy Hall” of Philadelphia, Rev. Gorden 
from West Virginia, and myself. 

We travelled on the popular railway built 
by General Allenby during the war. This 
railway is interesting for more then one 
reason. One reason is that it was built 
by General Allenby over the old ancient 
road travelled by the Ishmaelites when 
they carried Joseph down to Egypt. It runs 
from Cairo by the way of Kantarah to Je- 
rusalem, the route taken by General Allenby 
when he marched with his conquering army 
against the Turks and Germans. 

It took 600,000 native Egyptians to build 
the railroad and bring up the water supply 
from the Nile river and provide the supplies 
of an army of 100,000 British soldiers. 

The army that Moses led out of Egypt 


through the wilderness to the Land of Prom- e 


ise had 600,000 men. It took 4,000 years 
for Egypt to pay the debt back to the Jews 
but notwithstanding those 4,000 years, God 
—to Whom a thousand years is as a day 
and Who does not repent concerning prom- 
ises to Israel — took the native Egyptian 
and did the work of a British army that 
rescued and restored “The Land.” 

We stated in the beginning that doing 
the unusual thing makes life interesting. 
This we started out to do from the very 
beginning of our trip, buying our ticket, 
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not at the railroad station but outside in a 
shed. Outside, for this reason, that the 
third class tickets are not sold inside where 
first and second class tickets are purchased. 
We traveled third class because we wanted 
to see how the people lived in that part of 
the world during the hours of night travel; 
thus we had to buy our tickets outside of 
the station. 

When I came down to the station alone 
to purchase my ticket, an imposing guide, 
who is always standing ready to serve you, 
noticed my predicament for I could not find 
the third class window. In broken English, 
he offered me his services. I agreed. He 
said, “Follow me”. I followed out into the 
muddy street, down a muddy alley, over to 
a muddy shed, here I dismissed my friend 
because the longer ord serve you the longer 
it takes you to pay them. This was quite 
a serious mistake on my part because I 
was not able to explain at the window where 
I wanted to go, nobody understood me, and 
I did not understand the money exchanges. 
When I came back to the station to board 
the train, my fellow travelers asked, “What 
did you pay for your ticket?” I said, “Gen- 
tlemen, you got me.” I knew I had handed 
the ticket man a two-pound note, (equal to 
ten dollars in American money), but what 
he gave back I could not figure out. 

Six o’clock sharp the conductor called 
what we would term, “All Aboard.” Then 
the train started moving. We weré on the 
most interesting ride of our lives, in a car 
such as Americans would rather pass up 
and walk. The car was very much like our 
ordinary freight cars in appearance, outside 
of the fact that it was well filled with Arabs 
and colored folk. We, of course, became 
the topic of all conversation,—three white 
men located in one corner of the car. 

Our ride from Cairo to Kantarah was not 
very exciting. When arriving at Kantarah 
at ten o’clock in the evening we crossed 
the Suez Canal and changed trains. The 
train was ready to leave when we were no- 
tified that we were to change.. Rushint 
out of the dimly lighted car, into the abso- 
lute darkness, the train at once moved 
away, leaving us Americans “All dressed 
up and no where to go”. I suggested that 
we go straight ahead. Brother Gordon sug- 
gested we go to the left; Brother Gorden 
was right. About a block down to our left, 
marking our way through the mud and rain, 
we finally found the little ferry which was 
to take us across the Suez Canal. Here by 
chance we met a gentleman with a Cook 
and Sons badge on his cap. We at once 
felt relieved as we believed he could speak 
English, which he did. He told us to board 
the ferry, cross the canal, and on the other 
side our train would be waiting for us. He 
also told us that we would have to show 
our passports. Coming across, we were 
walked into the custom house where we 
went through a bit of searching and proved 
our innocency and also our citizenship as 
Americans. 

Boarding the train at this point, we were 
soon off, crossing the land of Goshen. The 
train glided across the desert in a beautiful 
fashion, stopping for a few moments at 
Gaza the stronghold of the Philistines where 
Samson pulled down the gates and tied the 
foxes’ tail to tail, also the scene of the 
principal battles between the British and 


the Turks in Palestine during the World 
War. We passed Ashdod and Askalon, also 
great cities of the Philistines; we arrived 
at Askalon about four o’clock in the morn- 
ing. By this time, our fellow travelers,— 
Arabs and negroes,—had left us, so when 
our train stopped at the little station, we 
were quite alone. We located ourselves in 
the middle of the car, believing that anyone 
who would board a train would sit down in 
either end. Some unusual passengers came 
aboard. It was no longer like a freight car; 
it became one. We heard the crowing of 
roosters and the cackling of hens, and won- 
dering what was coming we arose, looked 
around a bit and saw a great big Arab 
bedouin coming aboard carrying in each 
arm a child and in each hand a box of chick- 
ens. Not such chickens which would give 
preachers “chickenitis” but such as would 
rather make you wish you were not there. 
This was not all this Arab gentleman had, 
for along with him came his two wives; (I 
do not believe he was from Salt Lake City) 
each had a child in her arms and all told 
there were thirteen children, the oldest of 
these were lugging the bed clothing and 
other household goods which could be cart- 
ed. We hoped they would locate in the far 
end of the car, but they, like we, had their 
own choice and chose the part right around 
us. For us to get off was out of the ques- 
tion and for us to stay seemed nearly out 
of the question. 

At our next stop, Azotus, the city where 
Philip was carried away by the Spirit, there 
came aboard an English soldier having with 
him four bandits, chained together. The 
wind being contrary all night, we gradually 
lost time and arrived in Ludd, the ancient 
Lydda, at nine o’clock instead of eight. 
From Ludd we travelled on to Jaffa, the 
ancient Joppa, where we arrived at ten 
o’clock, this giving only one hour for sight 
seeing instead of two as we had hoped. We, 
through an interpreter, made an agreement 
with an Arab taxi man to take us around 
the city, to show us such interesting places 
as the house of Simon the Tanner, the sea 
shore where Jonah went aboard the ship 
just before his submarine ride, ete. 


Five minutes past eleven we were rolling 
down the rocky streets of Joppa in a Dodge 
car, expecting every moment to roll up 
in front of the house of Simon the Tanner, 
however in this we were mistaken. The 
gentleman driving, took us around for about 
thirty-five minutes, leaving us still about 
twenty minutes to get back to the station, 
and yet he had not called our attention to 
our destination. We asked him to stop. We 
inquired of an officer who by chance hap- 
pened to understand a bit of English. I 
stepped up to him hurriedly and said, “Of- 
ficer, tell me at once, where is the house of 
Simon the Tanner.” He looked at me be- 
wildered, and said, “Sir, I do not know 
where that gentleman lives.” 

Having passed by the Y. M. C. 2. on our 
way, it flashed into my mind to ask the offi- 
cer to direct our chauffeur back to the “Y.” 
Rushing up to the desk I asked a young 
Palestinean chap where the house of Simon 
the Tanner was located and I also told him 
we had but a few moments. He said, “Fol- 
low me and I will take you there, it is but 
a short distance.” I said, “Let us ride.” He

The Jews’ Passover, which corresponds to 
the Christian Easter, began this year, 1928, 
at sunset on Wednesday, April 4th. Ac- 
cording to the Hebrew calendar it is on the 
eve of the.14th of Nisan of the Jewish year 


On Wednesday evening, April 4, at the 
very same time Jewish people all over the 
world were observing the Passover, the wri- 
ter had the ge of delivering and de- 
monstrating his service on , “Christ and the 
Passover” at Lake Avenue Congregational 
Church, Pasadena, Calif., Rev. James Hen- 
ry Hutchins, Pastor, and the following was 
a portion of that sermon: 

e Feast of Joy, Liberty and Emanci- 
tion from Egypt, which is being observed 
y Jews all over the world, has become a 
lasting memorial to Israel. Every year the 
true Jews who believe in God, and trust in 
His old testament, according to His com- 
mand, observe this memorial Feast of the 
Passover. The day before the Feast,—in 
fact, the week before,—is a busy time with 
all Israelites. The house is cleaned, every 
corner of it; all cooking utensils that can- 
not be renovated are scoured and purged, 
all dishes of china, glass or stone are set 
aside and new ones take their place. Even 
new clothing is the order of the day. All 
Jewish holidays and festivals begin on the 
eve of the day previous with the appearing 
of the Evening Star: for the Passover, on 
the evening of the Fourteenth Day of Ni- 
san, which date this year came on. Wednes- 
day, April 4th. The last gathering of lea- 
ven is made before sundown. After the 
service in the Synagogue the family gath- 
ers about the table, which is tastefully de- 
corated and provided with unleavened bread. 
bitter herbs and fruit sauce. A chair and 
a plate, also a cup of wine, is placed at the 
table for every member of the house. The 
pe on this eve is usually white. The 
rules of this Feast are observed to this day 
as in the days of old, even as in the days 
of Jesus. 


Jesus the Atonement 


Jesus came in the fullness of time when 
Israel had departed from observing the 
Word of God and observed rather the tra- 
ditions of men, He fulfilling all the law and 
pointing to the Heavenly Father. Jesus ob- 
served the Jewish Passover service just 
before He went to the cross. So let us leave 
the Passover table of the Orthodox Jew 
and look into the upper room as Jesus en- 
tered that night with his disciples. He gave 
Himself as an atonement for sin. He sat 
down with the twelve, and looking about, 
He said: “With desire have I desired to eat 
this Passover with you before I suffer; but 
verily I say unto you, one of you which 
eateth with Me shall betray Me.” And they 
began to be sorrowful and asked: “Lord, is 
it I?” Simon Peter beckoned to one who 
was leaning on Jesus’ bosom, that he should 
ask who it would be that should betray Him. 
Jesus said: “He it is to whom I shall give 


the se when I have dipped it.” And when, 


He had dipped the sop, He gave it to Judas, 
and after this, Satan entered into him. Then

Jesus said: “What thou doest, that do 


quickly.” Judas, having received the sop, 
went out, and it was night. It is always night 
when a.soul departs from Jesus. 

The ceremony of the Jewish Passover 
commemorates the Exodus of the Children 
of Israel from Egypt and is performed in 
the same manner now. The head of the 
house takes some bitter herbs, which is to 
remind them of the bitterness of slavery 
in Egypt. These are dipped in salt water 
in memory of the tears of Israel in their 
oppression. This is the first sop and the 
first thing to be taken at the Passover. 
Bitterness and tears, all that Judas received 
from the hands of Jesus ofter walking with 
Him for three years and seeing His blessed 
life. Bitterness and tears are the only re- 
wards to him who betrays the Son of Man 
into the hands of His enemies. 

“When Judas had gone out, Jesus took 
bread and brake it.” Three loaves or cakes 
of unleavened bread (called in Hebrew 
“Matzos”) are on the Jewish Passover table. 
The first or upper one is dedicated to 
(Lasham) Jehovah; the second or middle 
one to (Lacohan) Priest; the third to 
(Leom) the people of Israel. The middle 
loaf of cake signifying the Priest, is taken 
and broken; one-half is laid aside for the 
Coming One on a plate at the head of the 
table, with a portion of bitter herbs (grated 
horse radish), reminding them of the Exodus 
from Egypt, when no time was given them 
to take bread and they took their dough 
and baked it on the hot stones in the desert, 
eating unleavened bread. 


Clouds and Sunshine 


There is upon the Jewish Passover table 
a sauce made of apples, grated almonds, 
sugar, cinnamon and nuts, in memory of the 
day of Egypt. In Eastern lands, the apples 
are scarce, the sauce is madg of figs, dates 
and honey. 

The question may arise: Why, then is the 
sauce so sweet and palatable when it is a 
reminder of the bitter tasks of Egypt, of 
the clay, out of which they had to make 
bricks for Pharaoh? This is to teach that 
God is mindful, that had it not been for the 
clay in Egypt and the hard, bitter tasks it 
enforced upon the people of Israel, they 
would have become lost in their satisfied 
condition, but on account of the clay they 
remembered God and called upon Him. He 
heard their cry and saved them from the 
hands of Pharaoh. This shows that no mat- 
ter how dark the clouds, how bitter the 
task, how heavy the sorrow, God’s sunshine 
of love, His help, is ever near to save. 

No lamb is found on the Passover table 
this day; but instead of the lamb only a 
bone, the pure lower joint of the front leg 
of the lamb is used. The letter of the law 
is fully observed, no bone shall be broken; 
it is roasted with fire. The Rabbis explain 
that two joints of the foreleg of a lamb, the 
shank bone, is to remind the Jews that “with 
a mighty arm and a powerful hand have I 
redeemed Israel and brought her armies out 
of Egypt.” But no explanation is given by 
the Rabbi why the lamb is not killed, ac- 
cording to the command given by God to 
Moses. There is no record that a lamb has 
been used in Passover services since the 
service the night Judas betrayed Jesus. This 
is significant fact that Jews to this day can- 
not explain. No lamb is used, because Jesus 


came as the long <a Messiah and God 
does not permit the lamb to be used. Christ, 
our Passover, has been slain. 


Type of Resurrection 


Upon the Jewish Paschal table is also 
found an egg, which is to remind of the 
grave. “For it is given unto all men once 
to die and then the Judgment.” The egg al- 
so brings to notice the tomb and eternity; 
for looking upon that egg they are reminded 
that we are mortal and will some day be 
placed in the tomb. 

At the head of the Jewish Paschal table 
stands an empty chair, a plate which no one 
uses, with a half cake of unleavened bread 
and a cup filled with wine. No one sits in 
the chair; no one touches the bread; no one 
drinks that cup; and the question may be 
asked by Gentiles, why this empty chair, 
broken bread, and unused cup? answer 
given by the Jews will be: “This is the Mes- 
siah’s cup,” or some say “Elijah’s cup,” or 
“the Coming One’s cup.”. And before the 
close of the Passover Feast, which lasts un- 
til Poa ge the oldest child arises from the 
table and going to the door, opens it. The 
head of the house recites, “Thou God of Ab- 
raham, Isaac and Jacob, long have we 
waited for Thy promise. We beseech Thee 
now to send Thine anointed whom Thou hast 
promised, the Son of David. Have mercy 
upen Thy people Israel. Gather us accord- 
ing to Thy Word and we shall be Thy pegs 
and Thou wilt delight in us as of old. - 
hold, all things are ready and we wait.” 
After a few minutes of waiting the door is 
closed and the head of the house recites: 
“How long, O Lord, how long? Wili Thine 
anger not be turned away from Thy people 
and wilt Thou have mercy and restore us 
to Thy favor? Behold our suffering! We 
are scattered among the heathen. They 
mock us, saying, where is thy God, where 
is the promise of His coming? We grow 
faint, yet we hope. Lord, our God, may it 
please Thee to gather Thy people speedily. 
Restore us to Thy favor, at least next year 
may we celebrate this feast with Thee in 
Jerusalem, Thine own habitation.” 

No one touches that cup of wine at the 
head of the table, which has long been set 
aside for the Coming One. This has heen 
done ever since the destruction of Jerusalem 
and is being observed by the Jews all over 
the world. 

At the last Passover which Jesus partook 
of with His disciples, He took the bread, the 
half loaf left on the piate dedicated to the 
(Apicoman) Coming One, the portion of the 
broken (Cohen) Priest, saying: “This is My 
Body broken for you; take, eat.” Likewise 
He took the cup (which is being set aside 
at the Jewish Paschal table even at this 
day) which no one touches, saying: “This is 
My Blood of the new covenant; take, drink 
ye all of it, and as oft as ye eat this bread 
and drink this cup, ye shall show forth the 
Lord’s death till He comes.” : 

This is a brief description of the Jewish 
Passover as it is carried out today and 
brings very forcibly to us the blessed truth 
of Christ as the true Passover. Read Mat- 
thew 26:19; Mark 17:12; Luke 22:7; John 
18; 1 Corinthians 5:7.

The various periods of gestation are com- 
monly a multiple of seven either of days 
or weeks. With some insects like the weer 
bee, etc. the ova are hatched in seven half 
days. With others it is seven whole days. 

The majority of insects require from 
fourteen (2 x 7) to 42 (or 6 x 7) days. 
The same applies to the larvae state. 

With animals the time of the mouse is 
21 days, 3 x 7. Hare and rat 28 days, 4 x 7, 
cat 56 days, or eight times seven, dog 63 
days or nine times seven, etc. t 

The incubation of the common hen is 21 
days, 8x7. Duck 28, 4x7. With the hu- 
man species it is 280 days, or 40 x 7. 


Related to Man 


In fact man appears to be built upon 
what may be called the seven day principle. 
(Six days work followed by one days rest). 
When we see that design and number pre- 
vail everywhere about us, how easily we 
may accept the words of Christ, who said, 
“Even the hairs of your head are all num- 
bered.” And of Isaiah, who declared that 
God had measured the waters in the hollow 
of His hand, and meted out heaven with a 
span, and comprehended the dust of the 
earth in a measure, and weighed the moun- 
tains in scales, and the hills in a balance. 


Light—Sound—Color 


Science has demonstrated how minutely 
the eye, the ear, and the nerves of smelling, 
tasting, and feeling have been adjusted to 
the vibrations or pulsations of light sound 
and all substances with which they come 
in contact. There are seven primary colors 
and all colors and shades of colors are pro- 
duced by combining these. There are seven 
tones in music and all harmony is pro- 
duced by combining them. 


Bible Numbers 


For ages observing men have recognized 
the prevalence of numbers both in nature 
and the Bible but only in comparatively re- 
cent times has any one given anything like 
the same amount of time and thought to 
the order and classification of the Bible 
that has been applied in the different fields 
of nature study. 

Deductions drawn from numerous class- 
ifications and a few simple hints which 
have been passed down to us from time im- 
memorial has enabled students of the Word 
to discover the significance of the use of 
numbers up to twelve. For instance, One 
signifies unity, or independence, Two di- 
vision, substitution, help or testing, Three 
divine perfection or constitutional comple- 
tion, Four, executive completion or the 
world number, Five, signifies grace. (Rea- 
ders will recollect our pointing out the 
wonderful “fiveness” of the Great Pyramid.) 
Six signifies evil, work, or men. Seven, 
spiritual perfection, Eight, a new beginning, 

ine, (a number which figures conspic- 
uously in the Great Pyramid) signifies 
Judgment, Ten, represents the limit of crea- 
ture responsibility, or the perfection of di- 
vine order. Eleven disintegration and 
Twelve governmental perfection. 

Throughout the whole Bible divisions and 
subdivisions of one particular number are 
employed. 

That number is 2520 which curiously 
enough is just one half of the magic num- 
her of Plato, which he used as the basis of 
his Republic. (Whitman’s Notes pp. 4-5). 


Jerusalem 


It also marks the number of years be- 
tween the surrender of Jerusalem to Nebu- 
chadnezzar, December ,607 B. C., and its sur- 
render to General Allenby December 1917. 
It is a scientific number based upon the rev- 
olution of the earth upon its axis. ‘The 
evening and the morning’ of Genesis 1:5 
set that law in motion for the earth and 





Genesis 2:2, 3 marks its establishment; and 
herein lies the key to it. One revolution 
of the earth upon its own axis is the sim- 
plest of our time cycles. The three hundred 
and sixty degrees describing it gives us the 
basic unit of our very simple week of time, 
i. e., our very ordinary week is 360 equal 
divisions of time multiplied by seven, which 
is 2520 equal divisions of time.” (Deliver- 
ance of Jerusalem, Robertson, p. 20.) Now 
notice that Jehovah is always represented 
by the number one, the great I Am. One 
represents the Creator, but never the crea- 
ture. Nowhere does He choose among His 
creatures a man who is a first born to oc- 
cupy a place of special importance. The 
first born is always set aside for another. 
For instance, Jacob supplanted Esau, and 
Joseph’s second son received the blessing 
of the first. We have the first Adam set 
aside for Christ, the second Adam. The 
first kingdom established by the Jews con- 
tinued for a thousand years, but this king- 
dom was not God’s choice, it was merely 
a type of the one which is to come.—the 
one for which we pray when we use the 
words, “thy kingdom come, thy will be done 
on earth as it is in heaven.” 


Christ 


Four is used in pointing to Christ in His 
kingship. He is the lion of the tribe of Ju- 
dah, who was the fourth son of Jacob. Four 
is the executive number. It gives us the 
four phases of His life. There are just four 

laces in the Bible where He is called a 

ranch and in these He is called—Branch, 
the King, Jer. 23:5, 6; Branch, the Servant, 
Zech. 3:8; Branch, the Man, Zech. 6:12; and 
Branch, Jehovah, Isa. 4:2. So also there 
are four gospels. Matthew portrays Jesus 
as King; Mark as Servant; Luke as Man; 
and John as God Incarnate among us. The 
four divisions of the zodiac are marked by 
the lion—king of beasts. The ox—patient 
servant of man. Man—the noblest work of 
— and the eagle—symbol of our risen 

ord.

Anti-Christ 


Six expresses some phase of evil, wher- 
ever it is used throughout the whole Bible. 
The Antichrist’s number is 666, Rev. 13:18. 
Thirteen ‘represents rebellion. It is six in 
the second octave. 


The Redeemer 


Eight is the highest number applied to 
Christ. It represents Him as Saviour and 
Redeemer—making a new beginning. Ali 
types where eight is employed foretell 
Christ. For illustration, David was the 
eighth son of Jesse, and of him Jehovah 
said, “I have found him a man after mine 
own heart.” Acts. 18:22. The letters in 
the name “Jesus” according to the Greek 
alphabet represent 888. These few illustra- 
tions pointing out as they do the universal 
use of numbers in the general story and 
construction of the Bible, together with 
those employed by nature in her expressions 
of life, must, it would seem, lead any inves- 
tigator to conclude that either nature and 
the Bible have a common origin. or that 
men 3000 years ago had a far more inti- 
mate knowledge of life and its relations 
than we have today.” 

And either conclusion is hard on Atheism, 
Evolution, and Modernism. 

My friends, when those who have sub- 
jected the Bible to the most painstaking in- 
vestigation have proved beyond the possibil- 
ity of refutation that it not only contains 
such mathematical value as we have just 
quoted, but that from Genesis to Revelation 
it is built upon the number seven; and when 
we consider that nature without God could 
neither count, weigh, measure. nor paint; 
and that the numerics of the Bible are far 
too complicated to be humanly possible; 
and that the mathematics of the Great 
Pyramid are —_—- there is only one con- 
clusion possible, and that is that God was 





Mr. Winrod’s Cali- 
fornia Itinerary 











I was just leaving Huntington Park for 
Salt Lake City when I closed my report last 
month. There Mrs. Winrod joined me, from 
Kansas, and on the night of March 18th, I 
spoke on “The Second Coming of Christ” in 
the Bethel Baptist Church, of which Rev. H. 
Leon Baynes, a fine fundamentalist brother, 
is pastor. In his church paper Rev. Baynes 
said, “It was the best week night crowd in 
the history of the church.” It had been al- 
most three months since I left home on the 
present tour and it was a happy day when 
Mrs. Winrod joined me. We F egy agg back 
to Los Angeles, stopping off a few hours 
with our dear friends, the Rood family in 
Turlock. 

On Sunday morning, the 18th, I spoke on 
“The Incomparable Christ” in The Church 
of the Open Door, Bible Institute of Los 
Angeles. Here Dr. R. A. Torrey ministered 
for so many years. Dr. John McNeil is the 
present pastor. He is one of the world’s 
unique pulpit masters. His Scotch terms, 
genial manner and heart qualities are pro- 
ducing a happy pastorate for him. he 
audience that morning numbered about 2,600 
persons. The address was broadcasted by 
radio. 

I spoke twice the same day in the Gospel 
Alliance Tabernacle, Los Angeles, and con- 
tinued until Friday, the 28rd, there, with 
Rev. Oswald J. Smith, the pastor. The 
large Church was filled every night, and on 
the following Sunday afternoon I delivered 
the opening address of the annual Alliance 
Convention in the same building, to a crowd 
of 1,400 persons. I spoke twice each day 
during the week following and concluded 
March 30th, making a total of nineteen ad- 
dresses delivered in the Alliance Church, in- 
cluding both my lecture course and the Con- 
vention. 

From Los Angeles we went to Glendale, 
where I opened the annual Glendale Alliance 
Convention with three addresses. Rev. E. 
O. Jago, for years a missionary in Palestine, 
is pastor of the Church. This writing finds 
me speaking twice daily at the Glendale 
Convention. Glendale is a large Christian 
and Missionary Alliance center, being the 
home of the District Superintendent, Rev. C. 
H. Chrisman. Here an ideal home was fur- 
nished for Mrs. Winrod and myself. The 
meetings will conclude here next Friday and 
we will return to Pasadena for my third 
campaign in that city. 

In nine out of ten campaigns, the crowds 
are such that some time during the meet- 
ings we have to turn people away for want 
of standing room. The duties have been 
very heavy so far this year, and I will ap- 
preciate the prayers of friends. Mrs. Win- 
rod will be returning to Kansas in a few 
days. My bookings include several months 
more work in the West. I have held meet- 
ings in the following California cities this 
year: Placentia, Orland, San Francisco, San 
Jose, Modesto, Turlock, Los Angeles, -Pasa- 
dena, Santa Ana, San Diego, Whittier, Hunt- 
ington Park, Salt Lake City (Utah), and 
Glendale. 

During the first 97 days of this year I 
have delivered 105 addresses. Au ces 
numbering about 60,000 persons have at- 
tended the meetings. I have also been on 
the air several times by radio.

The Bible is often spoken of as: “Holy Writ”, “The 
Scriptures”, “The Book”, “The Word” etc. It is the liv- 
ing Word and testimony of God, spoken by Him and 
written by consecrated men as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

The King James version of the Bible is the most used 
although the Revised version is widely employed. The 
Scriptures are in Two main Divisions: (1) The Old Tes- 
tament and, (2) The New Testament, of which is often 
and truthfully spoken, “The Old is in the New revealed; 
the New is in the Old concealed.” 

There are thirty-nine books in the Old Testament 
which may be classified as follows: 

The first five books are called the Pentateuch. They 
were written by Moses and are: Genesis, Exodus, Levit- 
icus, Numbers and Deuteronomy. 


The Historical Books are: 

Joshua written by Joshua; Judges and Ruth, perhaps by Samu- 
el; I and II Samuel, writer unknown; I and II Kings, perhaps by 
Ezra; I and II Chronicles, perhaps by Ezra; Ezra, written by Ez- 
ra; Nehemiah, written by Nehemiah; Esther, perhaps by Mordecai.

It is well to memorize the names of the books of the 
Bible and to study carefully their divisions.

Correct 
spelling of principle scriptural names and terms is not 
unimportant.

If you will turn to the outline as given 
in the beginning of this article, you will no- 
tice under Section 2, that there are seven 
words telling the story from Justification 
to Glorification. These seven epistles are 
divinely placed in the Book to give the be- 
liever a composite picture of the result 
which comes from accepting the Christ in 
the Gospel of Grace. 

In Romans the believer is justified by 
faith; in Corinthians he is sanctified or set 
apart (see 1 Cor. 6:11). In Galatians he 
is crucified, Gal. 2:20; in Ephesians he is 
seated with Christ in the heavenlies, Eph. 
2:6; in Philippians the believer is to rejoice 
always, Phil. 4:4; in Colossians he is com- 
plete in Christ, Col. 2:10; but in Thessalo- 
nians the believer is glorified. ee § believ- 
ers have not taken the step beyond justifi- 
cation into the path that leads to sanctifi- 
cation and the deeper life of crucifixion with 
Christ. They remain babes in Christ. May 
we possess our possessions, grow im grace 
and attain our full salvation in Christ Je- 
sus! Much could be said under the heading 
but space will not permit. 

In First Corinthians 18:18 we read, “And 
now abideth faith, hope, and love, these 
three, but the greatest of these is love.” 
In the outline under Section 8, you will find 
that the great outstanding truth of Romans 
is Justification by Faith, and in this epistle 
Faith is the dominant theme. In First and 
Second Thessalonians we have the Hope of 
the believer, that the believer is to be glori- 
fied with Christ. However, the greatest of 
the abiding things is Love. In the Epistle 
to the Ephesians, when we actually realize 
and experience our position with Christ, 
Ephesians 2:7, that in the ages to come He 
is to show the exceeding riches of His grace 
in His kindness towards us in Christ Jesus 
then we will begin to realize, as the eternal 
— unfold, what it means when it says, 
“God is Love.” Some day our faith will be- 
come sight, and when we see Him our Ho 
will be realized, but the greatest thing will 
be the unfolding of God’s kindness to us in 
Christ Jesus, through the eternal ages up- 
on ages. So the greatest of these three 
things is Love. 

There is much that could be added to this 
lesson, but I trust that the short outline will 
prove an inspiration to further and deeper 
study in these seven wonderful church let- 
ters. God’s Word is not only Truth, but in 
the very arrangement of the books them- 
selves truth is pictured. “O the depth of 
the riches both of the wisdom and know- 
ledge of God!

The word “experience” is the key to this 
chapter and we are told that, “The teacher 





with authority is the man with a living ex- 
— This comes through travail of 
soul.” 


Some misunderstand this portion of the 
book. Modernists talk about experience. 
They emphasize conduct instead of conver- 
sion. Here Dr. MacInnis is talking about 
the “experience” of twice-born men, involv- 
ing a living union with Christ, and not the 
“experience” of the natural man. 

The author has an unusual concept of the 
absolute reality of things spiritual. “The 
Higher Fundamentalism” will be a Funda- 
mentalism energized by the presence and 
power of the Spirit. 


Chapter Two 


“Every man has a philosophy” of one 
kind or another which controls his life. “Men 
do not live beyond their ideals. They cften 
come short of them, but they never go be- 
yond them.” If we are going to change 
men we must change their thinking as well 
as their hearts. 

Because Peter sat at the feet of the Mas- 
ter three years, he gained a mental attitude 
and heart condition which Jesus could use 
in touching the soul of humanity and estab- 
lishing His Church. 


Chapter Three 


The title of this chapter is, “The Heart 
of the World”. For strength and beauty 
we seldom find its equal. A brief statement 
cannot do it justice. : 

A man’s concept of God determines his 
philosophy of life. Peter did not think of 
the universe as being operated by “irration- 
al and random chance.” He worshipped an 
eT ge en “Living God.” To Jesus he 
said, “Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” We read, “Peter’s, God was 
more than a mere creedal God. To him God 
was a living reality.” 

Dr. MacInnis says, “According to his 
speech on the day of Pentecost Peter under- 
stood God as active in es to the 
prophets, working and speaking in the life 
and activities of Jesus of Nazareth.” 

The best and truest of modern science 
and philosophy lead to the inevitable con- 
clusion that the universe is controlled by a 
Personal God, thus, “The plain fisherman of 
the first century and the accomplished scien- 
tist of the twentieth century each in his own 
way finds that at the heart of all things 
there is a Father’s heart.” The yearning 
for God is “just as real and modern as any- 
thing we have in our thinking.” 


Chapters Four and Five 


These two chapters should be considered 
jointly because they are interwoven. In 
chapter four, a philosophical statement of 
the purpose of the world is given. “God 
is making a world of spirits” we read, “to 
whom one day He will fully communicate 
Himself, and who shall be united in Him, 
as the final Christian solution of the riddle 
of the world.” 

Evidence of God is seen in the argument 
of design in nature. Peter emphasized this 
in his “speeches and letters.” 

Chapter five describes a world with a 
“purpose” distorted by sin. What is wrong 
with our world? Peter faced the question 
and found that human guilt always accom- 

ied wrong choice. He recognized human 

ind as being disobedient. e spoke of 

Christians as “children of disobedience” 
whose souls had been purified. 

Man has the power to choose. To deliber- 
ately refuse to follow the highest we know 
is sin. “To sin is to introduce discord into 


our world for it means rebellion against the 
will that directs it for our highest good.” 
Wrong choice incurs a sense of guilt. 


Emphasis is placed upon the fact that 
sin is not something carried over from 
“animal life” and proof is presented. 

The origin of sin is not in the physical or 
psychical realms. It originates in the moral 
and spiritual realms which involve ‘personal 
relationships. Peter “knew that the world 
was wrong because free beings in it dis- 
obeyed its highest laws, and that the most 
direct way to the solution of its problems 
was by getting men to adjust their lives in 
their inner relationships.” 


Chapter Six 


Since relationship with God depends upon 
obeying laws or following a plan there must 
be some way of knowing these laws and this 
plan. Therefore, Peter recognizes the fact 
of revelation and says, “No prophecy ever 
came by the will of man: but men_spoke 
from God, being moved by the Holy Spirit.” 
(Space forbids further discussion of this 
lengthy chapter.) 

Chapter Seven 

“Original sin” is discussed in this chap- 
ter, not as a theory, but as a fact. “Sir 
Oliver Lodge could speak lightly of it and 
say that ‘none but a monk could have in- 
vented it’,” but human deeds record “cor- 
rupt propensity rooted in men.” Peter re- 
fers to “your vain manner of life handed 
down from your fathers.” This “was the 
thing they were redeemed from by Christ.” 
Peter “heard Jesus talk about lost men” 
and said (Peter), “Ye were going astray like 
sheep.” The law of heredity is discussed 
and we are informed that “evil does flow 
down the generations through the channels 
of biological coherence.” 

Peter recognized the existence of a “per- 
sonal devil” and Dr. MacInnis takes the 
same position though he knows it “is not 
popular in our day.” Satan’s character and 
pe play of evil forces are described in de- 
ail. 


Chapter Eight 


Certainly the men who charge Dr. Mac- 
Innis with heresy have not studied this chap- 
ter. If his faith was weak in the vital doc- 
trines it would show up in his discussion 
of the Atonement. Nothing more orthodox 
was ever written on this phase of Christian 
doctrine. 

The author says, “The most prominent 
thing in Peter’s thinking is not men’s prone- 
ness to sin, but the fact that man can be 
freed.” This knowledge made Peter great. 
“His great message was the message of Je- 
sus Christ as the Redeemer.” ophets 
looked and angels rejoiced at the Christ 
Whom Peter preached. 

To free man, “God entered into a life and 
death struggle with sin” says Dr. MacInnis. 
Much scripture from the writings of Peter 
is quoted. One quotation must suffice. “Ye 
were redeemed, not by corruptible things 
with silver and gold .... but with precious 
blood, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot, even the blood of Christ.” 
(I Peter 1:18-19.) 

Dr. MacInnis brings out six important 
facts with reference to Peter’s interpreta- 
tion of the Atonement. (1) The people to 
whom Peter spoke and wrote recognized 
their need. (2) To save them cost Jesus 
His life—His blood. (3) “In this death He 
carried the sins of the people upon the 
tree.” (4) The suffering was vicarious—the 
innocent for the guilty. (5) “Christ suf- 
fered .. . that He might bring us to God.” 
This was the purpose of Calvary. (6) “The 
result of this sacrificial suffering was the 
healing of the world.” 

Dr. MacInnis adds: “The mystery of that 
act is a part of the agony of God which 
passeth all understanding.”

To determine whether or not a philosophy 
is practical, it must be considered from both 
the view gp of time and eternity. “The 

ractical life is the life that is rightly re- 
ated to the world.” A correct philosophy 
of life will also put a man in harmonious re- 
lationship with God. In detailed studies we 
are informed that Peter’s philosophy meets 
both needs. 





Chapter Eleven 


The title of this chapter is, “The Fiery 
Trial.” Because the momentum of life is 
toward sin, a right relationship with God 
makes the task of Christian living a diffi- 
cult one. “Instead of things becoming easi- 
er for them they become harder.” Peter 
emphasizes “patience, persistence and stead- 
fastness.” ere is comfort and helpful 
teaching for the suffering and down-trodden 
.in this chapter. 


Chapter Twelve 


Peter looked beyond “The Fiery Trial” 
and saw “Emancipation.” “That is how he 
thought of death and in that we find the key 
to his conception of the future life.” Fol- 
lowing the World War, interest in the fu- 
ture state has increased. No one can put 
aside the thought of life after death. Even 
Huxley, the agnostic, suffered mental pangs 
late in life. 

In this marvelous chapter, Peter’s know- 
ledge of conditions on the other side is most 
comforting and illuminating. Peter knew. 
His philosophy will stand the test of etern- 
ity. He was with Jesus when Jairus’ daugh- 
ter was raised up. He was with Jesus on 
the Mount of Transfiguration. I regret that 
I cannot discuss at greater length this re- 
markable chapter on “Emancipation.” 


Chapter Thirteen 


“The Goal of History” is the title given 
this chapter. One of the important phases 
of this part of the book is the discussion 
of the Second Coming of Christ. Dr. Mac- 
Innis says, “He (Peter) associated the con- 
summation of the processes of this particu- 
lar age with the coming again of Jesus 
Christ.” This means the coming of “seasons 
of refreshing” “from the presence of the 
Lord” and “the restoration of all things.” 
Again space forbids 2 discussion of the vital 
and striking material presented in this im- 

ortant chapter. The author is a pre-mil- 
ennialist. 


Chapter Fourteen 


Peter’s idea of the consummation of the 
end of our age is contrasted with “the mod- 
ern or evolutionary conception.” The par- 
able of the “Wheat and the Tares” is taken 
as the basis for a defense of the philosoph- 
ical soundness of Peter’s position. 

In the close of “Peter the Fisherman 
Philosopher” we read: “I undertook to show 
that Peter was a man of remarkable expe- 
rience and insight and that the fundamental 
principles of his teachings are in line with 
the deepest insights of modern thinking.” 

Summing up his endeavour, Dr. MacInnis 
says: “As a result of our study we have

t the beginning of May, I drive to Salt 
Lake City, where I anticipate a fine eight 
days with Rev. Hulings in the well-known 
Trinity Baptist Church, which under the 
leadership of this virile and godly pastor 
has made a great name for itself. Then, 
immediately to Denver, beginning in Galilee 
Baptist Church, tor, Rev. Joshua Grav- 
ett. Plans have been made for me to spend 
several weeks in various churches in Den- 
ver and considerable time afterwards in 
other cities of Colorado. 

Everywhere, I have been greeted with 
overflowing audiences so that the usual ex- 
perience is that auditoriums are too small 
to accommodate the crowds at the close of 
each series.
